^  The  opinion  of  those  Atludsrs, 
that  will  liavc  mankind  and  otluM' 
aninruls  to  have  subsisted  eternally 
in  inhnit>e  generations  already  past, 
will  be  found  to  be  ^at  nonsense  and 
contradictio!v to  itself;  and  repug¬ 
nant  also  to  niuUer  of  fact.  First, 
it  is  ccntiTaliction  to  itself.
